During the year under report there was no appreciable 
j improvement in the generul economic situation in the 

The ycfti and the people. ^ ° 

State and the attached Zemindaries although hopes 
were entertained during the earlier part of the year of some improve- 
ments here and there. The agricultural people fared no better than in 
the year preceding. Although the prices of paddy and jute mtuntained 
a slightly upward tendency and that of rice remaned almost on the 
same level, that of oilseeds went down to a noticeable extent. The 
slight increase in the land revenue collection against a heavy accumulation 
of the demand during these years of economic distress, was due ojore 
to the better paying capacity of the Talukdars than that of ,the 
Jotedars, The hill people suffered worse. A decrease in the price of 
cotton ajnd itl coupled with a heavy fall in the outturn of the latter 
Cpmmodity, affected them and the Sta^e alike resulting in a big 
fall ,in the duty on cotton and oilseeds, The demand for forest prodyce 
also dwindled comparatively, affecting the forest revenue. As notjeed 
in the previous Report, it was only the tea market that w^t ifnprompg 
gradually on the operations of the international Restriction Scjii^e 
and it U hoped that the progress may not suauin any serious set-bdek 
during the period of the jnternational control. 3infie the cloae 'Of the 
yetyf under review, however, the price of tea has not shown s^s of 
ilitpr9,vement< In the Zemindaries, the tenantry did npt fare welV 
.^wing to the low pnee qf paddy and although better collection of\. 
,««nt ithaws sopte improvement in their economic condition. 
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3 . The rainfall was a little below the average and was unevenly* 
distributed over the various parts of the Stite territory. Excessive 
rains in-the lower tracts of -the 'Feni -valley caused flood in the Sabrum- 
Division where there was scarcity of foodgrains among a section of hill 
people who received distress loans from the State. The Bilonia Division- 
■■ suffered from the visitation of flood twice in the month of Bhadra. 

' Cl cbs vere affected and house property damaged in some parts of the 
, . , Div\iion. Heavy rainfall in the Gumti valley which ha^ for some years 
become almost an annual occurrence was responsible for HoOds in the 
Udaipur Division affecting crops in the plains in the lower region. 
The harvests of the year may be said to have been fair on the whole. 

'3. The condition of the middle classes was not better owing to the 
slight rise in the prices of some of the foodstuffs and other articles 
, of daily use. The rates of wages of skilled and unskilled labour showed 
no tendency towards any steady improvement. 


4. The yeai* opened with a balance of Rs. 10,05.281 against 
Fiance, of Rs. 10.6s.150 in the year before. The total revenue 

from the permanent sources was Rs. 13,39,810 against 
Rs. 13,49.108 in the previous year in the State and Rs. 9,08,361 against 
Rs. 8^50,918 in the IZemindarics. On account of continued ffnancial 
stringency 'a loan of nine lacs hid to be obtained from the Govern- 
ment of India for liquidation of old liabilities and for stabilization 
of the finances of the State. With loans and deposits the total 
receipts from all sources came to Rs. 34.37,193 against Rs. 25,90,046 
in tbe preceling year, the total sum available for expenditure including 
opening ba'ance being Rs. 4J,42,474 against Rs. 36,55.196.

5. The hot weather of the year, under review was spent .by 
His Highness the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur at 
Shillong. Accompanied by Her Highness the 
.Maharani Saheba and the Dowager Maharani 

Sahebas, His Highness left Agartala for Shillong on the 8th Jai.stha 
and returned to the Capital on the 23rd Sravan. 

6. Just on the eve of the Pujas. His Highness had unfortunately 
to proceed to Calcutta on expert medical advice, to 
have antl-rabic treatment as a precautionary measure 

and to the great relief(Of the people returned to the Capital in good 
health after undergoing the full course of it, staying out from the 6th to- 
tl/i 25th Asvin. 

I ' 7. His Highness the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur left Agartala 
for Calcutta on the i ith Agrahayan and joined Her 
Highness the Maharani Saheba at the latter p'ace 
where she had been staying for some time. During the stay in 
y Calcutta, His Highness had private interviews, as usual, with His 
^ Mlency the Viceroy and His Excellency the Governor of Bengal 
i 28th and yth of December respectively, and.besides this, joined' 


CalouttA. 
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Their Excellencies in various functions at Belvedere and Governmei^ 
House. 

8. Amidst the busy programme of His Highness’s engagements 
in Calcutta, the following may be mentioned. . 

9. On invitation from the Consul-General for Germany, His 
Highness the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur was present at a rec^cion 
given in honour of the Captain and Officers of the German, Cndliser 
“Kar\§fiffie” Which called at the Calcutta Port at that time oft her 
way to a cruisfr round the world. His Highness was also invited 
by the Consul-General to pay a visit to the “Karlsruhe” and accordingly, 
he visited the cruiser on the 9th December with hi.s siafif. His Highness 
received the customary salute of 13 guns on hia arrival on boa^J and 
also at the time of his departure and inspected the Guard-of- Honour 

'furni3he.db7 her crew. The Consul-General and the Capt.iin accompanied-v. 
His Highness when he was shown round the cruiser and he was much 
pleased with what he saw there and thanked them for all the courtesy 
shown to him . 

10. On January 2. 1934, His Highness the Maharaja Manikya 
Bahadur with staff, joined His Excellency the Xaval Commander-in- 
Chief at a dinner on board the British Cruiser "Enterprise”. 

It. His Highness visited some of the cultural, rehgloui and 
educational institutions of the city, e. g. the College of Engineering 
and Technology, Bengal, Sree Gauriya-Math and the Government 
Islamia College. At the request of the Hon’ble Alhadj Nawab Bah;sdur 
Sir A. K. Ghuznavi, Kt., of Dilduar and the Committee of the. Islamia 
College, His Highness presided over the fifth anniversary of the . 
.Student’s Duty Fund of the college on the 27th January, 1934. 
Everywhere His Highness was accorded a most enthusiastic reception 
and was the recipient of warm addresses eulogistic of his catholic 
services and those of his illustrious House towards the cause of education 
and religion. His Highness gave suitable replies to each of them and 
granted generous donations towards the funds of the above-mentioned 
institutions. 

12. His Highness next availe! himself of the Jtind invitation for 

shooting offered to him by the Dowager Rani Saheba of Khairagarb 
and left Calcutta with his staff, on the 21st Pous and stayed there for five 
days, returning on the 28th idem. • 

13. A few days after hia return from Khairagarh, His Highness, 
accompanied by Their Highnesses the Dowager Maharani Sahebas paid a 
short visit to Dehra Dun to see his sister, the Jubrani Saheba of Koi^, 

' who had, after a prolonged stay in Switzerland on medical advice, cotfie 
back with her health fully recovered. 

14. Just before the winter tour came to an end, His HighneiHs 
the Maharaja Manikya Bahadur went out from Calcutta to tbit 
Sunderbans on a shooting excursion for a week. The Hori’ble Alhidj 
Nawab Bahadur Sir A, K. Ghuznavi, Kt., of Dilduar, the then member ■ 
of the Executive Council of the Governor of Bengal, was responsibly 
for. the excellent arrangements made and facilities extended incOnnei^^ 
with this succ^ful and pleasant Shikar cruise. 
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15- His Highness left Calcutta on the 6t'h Falgoon and returned 
to the Capital the following morning. 

16. Towards the close of the yes^r under report, His Highness the 
Maharaja Manikya Bahadur went out to the interior of the State, at 
Sidhai, on the i6th Chaitra, but after a brief stay there for three 

'days only, had to retiyn to the Capital owing to slight -indisposition. 

17. 1 he birthday anniversary of His Highness the Maharaja 

Manikya Bahadur came off on Monday, 29th 
*'* yraban. This auspicious, occasion wis celebrated with 

due eclat all over the State and the Zemindarics. 
^t th^Capital, as usual, the National Flag of the State was hoisted 
by His Highness in an open air Durbar, where customary Military 
farades were held and some prisoners were released. 'The poor 
'eceived charities on this occasion and the whole town was illuminated' 
in the evening. 

18. The most outstanding and blissful event of the year was 

the birth, in Calcutta, of a Maharajkumar and heir* 
apparent to His Highb^ss the Maharaja Manikya 
Balj^ur-'Qn th,e njght the 26th Agraha.yan 
forresponding to the early morning of December 13, 1933. The receipt 
of this auspicious news at the Capital on the following naorning was 
the occasion for highly enthusiastic and loyal demonstrations throughout 
the length and breadth of the State and the Zemindaries where offices 
and'other institutions were closed for four days on this happy occa>ion. 
Hundieds of congratulatory messages from within and outside the State 
were received by His Highness, amongst which, felicitous messages 
on the birth of the heir-apparent, from His Majesty the King-Emperor, 
Their Excellencies the Viceroy, the Governors of Bengal and Assam 
and their respective Governments and from a number of Ruling Princes 
were thankfully acknowledged— as also the others. 

19. The Surjadarshan ceremony of the newly born Maharajkumar, 
at tht- Tripura House m Calcutta, marked by a number of festivities in 
the State, was heartily enjoyed by the Royal House and the people 
alike. Deputations representing the Dijubars of Panna, Baria, Bhavnagar 
ai]id Kotla were present during the ceremony- 

20. '1 he first home-coming of the heir-apparent Maharajkumar 

Bahadw with 't^heir Highnesses the Maharaja anikya 
and Maharani Salpeba on the morning of 
tbu 19th February (yth Falgoon; was another 
occasion of great joy to the people. 'I'he arrival was public and 
attracted, at Akhaura, large crowds of people who longed to have a

^5th Bhadra. . Offices' and other insdtutions were closed for' threw Qays, 
as a Ihafk of respect to the memory of die late Maharani Mahadovi 
-who passed away at a ripe age of 68. 

33. Yet another very sad event, by the occurrence of whfeh thb 
Royal Family, nay, die whole of the State w^ cast' 
^ untimely demise of the V^haraj . 
Saheb of Baria. after a d»rt illness, 'this melaneholjtv 
•event aook place at the Barla House in Booibay on die i|ih Hagh 
and the news was first received in Calcutta. The youiqf Yuharaj Saheb 
'to whom the youngest dster of His Highnee#^ was given in marriage 
-only six years ago, had endeared himsidf to the people of bis Own land 
and our State alike, and his premature death was deeply mourned all 
•over the State and the Zemindarles. All officer and odier institutions 
were closed for a week in honour of the departed soul, and | depdtation 
Trom the Durbar paid a condolence visit to Barta in this connection.
